Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A telephone interview was conducted to follow-up the personal 
interview of December 6, 2002. In the telephone interview, the examiner explained some of the concerns the Office 
had with Applicant's showing of unexpected results. Specifically, more than one variable (relative thickness and total 
thickness) is changed in the examples of the declaration filed 2/02. Furthermore, one data point does not show 
unexpected results over the entire claimed range. The Office is also concerned with the inclusion of the 3 adhesive 
layers within the laminates. Specifically, the claims do not require such adhesive layers. Furthermore, the Office is 
concerned that the composition of the adhesive layer will affect the film's thermoformability. The Office also needs to 
be convinced that the showings are unexpected. 

The examiner notes that the concerns mentioned in this summary are based upon an initial evaluation of the 
declarations. This list in no way is to be considered complete and possible deficiencies are not limited to the ones 
noted herein.
